Agricultural Depression. 


Its Cau«M Outlined In a Majority Report 


From a. House Committee. 


The majority of the special committee 


of the House appointed to. inquire into 
tLe causes of the prevailing agricultural 
depression has prepared a report, in 
which it says: 


"Class legislation of the worst char- 


acter encumbers the statute books, and 
has been carried on to the detriment of 
agriculture and its dependent industries 
for thirty years, culminating in the crime 
of the age, the demonetization of silver 
in 1873. The demonetization of silver 
was a bold stroke in the interest of cap- 
ital that has reduced the value of every 
product in the world; this is conclusively 
proved by the fact that just as silver has 
depreciated in like proportion have all 
other values fallen in the scale. Silver 
bullion to-day has tae capacity to pur- 
chase as much wheat, cotton, pork, corn 
and lard and every other commodity 
that it ever had; therefore the deprecia- 
tion of the white metel simply means 
tfle depreciation of every article under 
the sun, with one single exception, the 
gold of Shylock. 


"The tariff system of taxation is not 


only unequal, but as for the past thirty 
years administered in this country, ia 
moat unjust to the consumer, and has 
built up trusts, combines aud gigantic 
corporations, that have not only amassed 
immense wealth _at the expense ol the 
people, but have also assumed to control 
and direct legislation so as to perpetuate 
the property owners and gratify their 
greed. Food adulterations add millions 
annually to the farmer's losses and com- 
pel him to meet in competition the thief. 
To theae might be added other causes, 
but the principal ones to which agricul- 
tural depression and stagnation in trade 
are due have been .cited. The remedy 
lies in remedial legialation.aud until that 
is secured relief will not coine perma- 
nently. 


"To secure relief we suggest: 
"That silver should be remonetized at 


the ratio of Hi to 1. 


"That ao long as the present unjust 


and unequal system oi protection con- 


What the Administration Has 


Had to Encounter. 


The disorder in which Republican 


legislation and management left the 
financial and business condition of the 
country necessarily made it difficult tor 
the Democratic administration to meet 
the monetary exigencies imposed by the 
requirements of government conjoined 
with a depleted Treasury. A Republi- 
can tariff had not only impaired the in- 
dustrial situation, causing a general 
paralysis of business which began to 
manifest itself about the close of the- 
Harrison administration, but also, on 
account of its inadequacy as a revenue 
measure, it left an insufficiency of funds 
to carry on the public business. In ad- 
dition to this embarrassment; the finan- 
cial situation was seriously deranged by 
the Republican silver policy and curren- 
cy laws. 


No admiuiafration ever came into 


power embarrassed by such difficulties, 
resulting from the delinquencies of its 
predecessor. It had not only to meet 
this trouble but had also to encounter 
the unscrupulous opposition of those 
who were responsible for it, and who, 
for political effect have endeavored to 
continue it by opposing every movement 
to relieve the financial situation and re- 
trieve the public credit. Nothing being 
so desirable to them, for a partisan ob- 
ject, as that the Treasury should remain 
in the depleted condition in which tbey 
left it, that design has arrayed them 
against every measure proposed for the 
relief of its financial embarrassment. 


[Jnder these circumstances the admin- 


istration has had a hard struggle to se- 
cure the means o£ meeting the public 
obligations and maintaining the national 
credit, but relief is at baud. The new 
tiscal laws are bringing in money at the 
rate that wanants Secretary Carlisle to 
announce with reasonable certainty that 
uy the end of the current year the. tariff 
and internal revenues will exceed the 
government expenses by at least $23,- 
000,000, without taking the returns of 
the income tax into account.

Bloody Race Riot. 


An Armed Mob Terrorizes New Orleans 


and Shoot* NpsTrnen. 


A serious labor riot, complicated with 


the negro question, occurred on the 
river front of New Orleaus, last Tues- 
day, resulting in the killing of five per- 
sons, the mortal wounding of two and 
the serious wounding of ten or twelve 
more. 


The riot was far more serious than 


the loss of life indicated, for it showed 
the mob to be in complete control and 
able to defy and override the police and 
hold the commerce of the city complete- 
ly at its mercy. It marched along the 
entire city front some eight or ten miles 
in two armies, equipped with rifles, shot- 
guns and pistols, completely dispersing 
all negroes at labor there, and shooting 
all who opposed it. 


There was not the slightest attempt 


at resistance on the part of the laborers, 
the police or the authorities. The mob 
was completely master of the situation, 
firing right and left at all who got in 
the way. At many points the tar- 
paulins, freight and even vessels lying 
at the wharf were riddled with bullets. 


The (rouble began in September, the 


beginning of the commercial year in 
.New Orleans in labor matters, and has 
in time changed to a bitter race war. 
The white screwmen, who load cotton 
on vessels, constitute one of the strong- 
est labor unions in the country, and 
have a large sum in their tieaaury. 
They have been masters of the cotton 
situation in New Orleans for years, and 
decided that there was not enough 
money in the business for them and the 
negroes. 


They prohibited the la' ter from load- 


ing cotton vessels. The negroes replied 
by reducing the rate of pay, which had 
been $5 and $0 a day, for 7 or S hours' 
work and were supported by the ship 
agents. 


The war baa waged ever since. The 


wharves of the West Indian Line, the 
first to use negro labor, were burned 
by an incendiary fire, with a loss of 
3250,000, and the wharves of the Texas 
& Paciflc, with 25,000 bales of cotton, 
causing a loss of $500,000. The ships 
were invaded by the white laborers, 
the negroes run into the river, and their 
tools thrown after them. They were 
fired on at Gretna and Southport, bombs 
being placed in the cotton, and various 
other means used to frighted them off. 


This not succeeding, the white screw- 


men started in last Monday to cause a 
panic among the negroes which would 
drive them from their work. A mob of 
250 appeared on the river front, shot 
into the negroes, fatally wounding two, 
and disappearing before arrests could be 
made. 


On the next day the rioters marched 


in three companies or armies of from 
250 to 600 each along the entire city 
front, attacking the negroes at three 
points and firing indiscriminately at all 
persons whenever they saw them at 
work on the ships of the levee, resulting 
in the killing ot six or seven people and 
wounding a large number.

A fanner goes into his town with a 


basketful ot egga: it is the Bret of May 
and the poultry are pioclucinf,' freely, 
lie presents his eggs to the merchant 
for sale and ia met with the intelligence 
that he has all the eggs he can handle- 
that the market ia glutted and the sup- 
ply exceeds the demand. The farmer 
has more at home than lie needs, and he 
does not care to go to the trouble and 
expense of carrying them back, ao he 
finally asks the merchant if he cannot 
make him an offer for them at all. 
The 


merchaut offers him five cents for them 
and the trade is made, the merchant dic- 
tating the price. 


Later in the season, say in December, 


the farmer comes in, hut instead of hav- 
ing twenty do/en eggs he has only five 
dozen, and he goes to the same mer- 
chant and notes that there seems to he a 
dearth of eggs in the tubs and boxes 
sitting around, and when the merchant 
asks him whitt he has he i eplies gibly, 
•'Eggs'" The merchant aska him what 
they are worth, and he replies that as 
the hens seem to be in a "combine, a 
trust or on a strike," and eggs are very 
scarce iu the country, and the demand 
seems to exceed the supply, he wants 
twenty cents per dozen for them, and 
the trade is made, the farmer dictating 
the price. 


No matter how dark and cheerless the 


history of the world may sometimes 
seem, there is always some bright page 
to which we can point with pride and 
delight. Throughout almost the entire 
fifteenth century Europe's history was the 
record of destructive war, but the dark 
clouds which had witnessed the cen- 
tury's birth, were dispelled before its 
close. 


While European Kings aud Kulers 


were engaged in warfare, each aiming 
at individual success, one man, at least, 
was intent upon promoting the interest 
and happiness of his fellowmen. In his 
humble home at Lisbon, the then ob- 
scure but gifted Columbus was cherish- 
ing an idea which, if realized, would 
prove as it did a blessing to many na- 
tions. It was he who, after enduring 
many denials, disappointments and hard- 
ships, discovered the new world, of 
which our own America forms so large 
and important a part. 


Thus, as the 15th century was about 


to be numbered among the darkest of 
Europe's history, it was rescued from 
its threatened fate by the 
bright- 


ness o£ Columbus' discovery, which, 
like the sun alter a summer's storm 
gilded the departing clouds with golden 
fringe. Kings and princes, impoverish- 
ed by recent wars, were euger to partici- 
pate in the honor of discovery and to 
share the wealth of the new world. No 
wonder when Columbus returned that 
other explorers followed his footsteps, 
when he described the beauty of the 
country, the fertility of the soil, the 
greatness of its forest, the fragrance of 
its !lo.vers, and the music of its birds. 
The Virginia colonists were the first to 
leave their once happy Euglish homes 
aud cross the foaming deep to settle in 
the new land of wealth and beauty; 


- 


ican liberty. And it did. A mass meet- 
ing of eight thousand met in Philadel- 
phia, June 18,1774, aud recommended 
a continental Congress, appointed com- 
mittees of correspondence to urge other 
colonies to action and to solicit aid for 
the Boston sufferers. In July of the 
same year deputies from every county 
in Pennsylvania met in Philadelphia, 
passed patriotic resolutions and insisted 
upon upholding the rights and liberties 
of the colonies. 
They made known 


their wishes to the Assembly and de- 
manded the appointment of delegates to 
the Colonial Congress. The assembly 
promptly responded and appointed five 
delegates. The second Colonial Con- 
gress met in Philadelphia, Sept. 4,1774. 
Eleven colonies were represented and 
fifty-three delegates were presen t. They 
declared that all were entitled to the en- 
joyment of life, liberty and fortune; 
that they were bound by no law to 
which they had not consented. They 
approved of the action of the people of 
Boston, resolved not to import goods 
from Great Britain after December, tier 
to export after Sept. 10,1775; issued an 
address to the King and people of Great 
Britain and adopted a Billot Rights. 
In January, 1775, the second provincial 
convention met in Philadelphia. They 
urged non-importation, but encouraged 
home industries, especially the raising of 
wool and manufacture of saltpetre and 
gun-powder. In February, England de-

ADVANCE !>' WOOL I'UICES. 


Wool trade prospects are brightening. 


Foreign markets have been relieved of 
the enormous accumulation of tops that 
were manufactured last year in specula- 
tive anticipation of the effect of the 
American tariff change. Prices of tops 
and of foreign yarns have recovered 
slightly from the recent lowest point, 
and at a recent auction sale of Colon- 
ial wools in London, which was the first 
of the March series, there was au ad- 
vance of 
~j to 7 per cent, in the prices of 


wool as compared with the closing rates 
of tbe January sales. 


This change for the better in the for- 


eign markets for wool and its products 
must ultimately benefit the holders of 
American wool. The consequent in- 
crease in the cost of production abroad 
lessens the chance of successful compe- 
tition with domestic manufacturers. 
The latter has been in command of the 
home market ever since the new Tariff 
law went into effect. 
The worsted 


mills in particular are being taxed to 
their utmost capacity to keep pace with 
their orders. After only three months 
experience of "free wool and 40 per cent, 
on its manufacture" it ia extremely 
doubtful if auy considerable number of 
wool manufacturers in tola country 
would now consent to change back again 
to the system of taxed wool imports 
should they be given the option. 


MARSHALL PIPE UOSE I'.ILI,. 


The Philadelphia Ledger says: '-When 


Governor Hastings found that, in order 
to sign the Marshall pipe line bill, he 
would have to explain and apologize to 
the legislature and people, he should in- 
stead have put upon it his veto. The 
bill which allows the consolidation of 
pipe line companies will enable the 
Standard oil company to get rid of com- 
petition, and transfer to other than Penn- 
sylvania cities the relatively small amount 
of business in Pennsylvania oil which 
they have heretofore retained. 
The 


small producers have been banded over 
to the monopoly, and no explanation 
made by the Governor can relieve him of 
his share of the responsibility for the 
evils that may follow. He knew the 
risk, or be would have signed the bill and 
said nothing more about it."

this was to be the home of liberty. Eng- 
land, France, Germany and Spain each 
sent its representatives to the New 
World; and from them was to be form- 
ed a new people and a new nation surpas- 
sing any ever known. Theeudofthel7fch 
century saw ship after ship leave the 
Old World for the new, filled with brave 
men and women who sought its peaceful 
shores. 


America was to become the land of 


peace as well as the land of liberty. 
This was especially true of Pennsylvania. 
Its founder, William Peun, purchased 
its territory first from King Charles, 
the Second, 1681, and again from the 
Indians whom he found in possession. 
He at once established a government re- 
markable for its mildness, fairness and 
religious freedom. In his laws, agreed 
upon in England, in May, 1682, he pro- 
vided for freedom o£ worship, and many 
provisions were made in favor of moral- 
ity and justice. By the great law pass- 
ed in the same year, liberty of con- 
science was guaranteed to all who ac- 
knowledged one God and professed to 
live peaceably and quietly under the 
civil government, aud auy one who 
abused-another on account of a different 
pursuasion or practice in religion was 
punished as a disturber of the peace. 
On his arrival, in August of the same 
year, he promised the magistrates and 
people to maintain their spiritual and 
temporal rights, liberty of conscience 
and civil freedom; and they in turn 
promised to love, serve and obey him 
and were received into citizenship. His 
treatment of the Indians was just. But 
few have not heard of the great Elm 
under which he made with them his 
treaty of .love and peace, which was 
never broken. Surely bis government 
was founded on Christian charity and 
constitutional freedom. 
His earnest 


prayer was that Heaven would bless his 
province and that no evil might come 
upon its inhabitants, and with this hope 
he left tig shores for his old home, July, 
1084. A Lieutenant-Governor presided 
until he returned in 1609. Penn died 
in England in 1718, He had devised 
Pennsylvania unto his son William, but 
his widow contested the right and won 
her case, and for nine years she had as 
executrix the management of his in- 
terests in Pennsylvania and governed 
the colony and did it well. After Penn's 
death the Quaker immigrants were out- 
numbered by the Episcopalians, Pres- 
byterians, German Baptists, Dunkards 
and Lutheran Germans. About this 
time Roman Catholics, too, were seek- 
ing homes iu Penn's friendly land. Not 
a drop of human blood was shed in the 
settlement of Pennsylvania. But its 
inhabitants were not afraid to fight. In 
1730 in the war between Great Britain 
and Spain, Pennsylvania sent eight com- 
panies to defend the coast. Five years 
later 10,000 volunteers went at their 
own expense to defend the American 
colonies from the attack of the French. 
Throughout the Indian wars it contrib- 
uted money and soldiers for the protec- 
tion of the colonies. The passage of the 
Stamp Act, in 1765, by the English Par- 
liament, was especially obnoxious to the 
inhabitants of Pennsylvania, and tbey 
,.t once remonstrated agaiiist this inva- 
sion of their rights. The duty imposed 
was light, the principal involved was 
vital—the right of taxation without rep- 
resentation. Virginia was the first to 
act. Patrick Henry was her spokesman. 
His voice was heard in every -colony. 
In June nine of the colonies met in New 
York to.protest against the violation of 
their rights and Pennsylvania was of 


clared the colonies in Revolution. Hoy- 
alist and patriot were now arrayed. At 
Lexington, on the 19th of April, tiie 
first blood was shed and the war for In- 
dependence begun. Tiie Colonial Con- 
gress again met in Philadelphia, ilay 10.

WASHINGTON, March 12-As a result 


or the negotiations between Minister 
Dan in Japan and Minister Denby in 
China the terms of the peace about to be 
concluded between China and Japan are 
now known with little short of exactness 
As understood in high official circles 
they are as follows : 


First—The treaty between Japan and 


China has ceased to exist by reason of 
the war, but on the renewal of peace the 
new treaty will grant Japan extra terri- 
torial jurisdiction over China, but the 
latter country will surrender the extra 
territorial jurisdiction she formerly held 
in Japan. 


Second—There will be no extension of 


Japanese territory on the mainland of 
Asia. But the Island- of Formosa, a 
Chinese possession lying off the coast, 
will be permanently ceded to Japan. 


Third—The Japanese will by treaty be 


granted the right to continue the occu- 
pation of Port Arthur and Wei-Hai-Wei, 
the two great naval stations leading to 
the Gulf of Pechili, for a term of years. 


Fourth-The claims of China that 


Corea is a dependency of her's shall be 
forever relinquished and Corea will 
henceforth be independent. 


Fifth—The cash indemnity to be paid 


by China will not exceed $250,000 000 in 
Hold. 


The foregoing terms give a number ot 


new features, which the cable informa- 
tion from Pekin and Tokio has not thus 
far disclosed. The purpose not to ex- 
tend Japanede territory on the mainland, 
but to couliue it to the outlying Island 
of Formosa, assures ihe conclusion o£ a 
peace without European intervention.

The brave men of Boston threw the 
taxed tea into the waters of Massa- 
chusetts Bay. This was called rebellion 
and the port of Boston was closed by 
English law. This aroused the colonista 
from New Hampshire to Georgia. They 
felt that an attack on one was an attack 
against all. A public meeting waa held 
Oct. 1773, at which the brave citizens of 
Pennsylvania declared that they alone 
had the right to dispose of their prop- 


of eight companies was enlisted to serve 
three years in the Continental army, 
and 1,500 men for defense of the Prov- 
ince. 


The colonies now numbered thirteen; 


the population was about 3,000.000. 
They were widely scattered and differed 
in customs and habits, yet all were 
united and all differences forgotten in 
their struggle for peace and liberty. Ou 
June, 7, 1770, Richard Henry Lee, of 
Virginia, moved in Congress that these 
united colonies are aud of right ought to 
be free and independent states. On the 
4th of July the resolution was unani- 
mously adopted. 
The result was re- 


ceived with shouts of joy. The old State 
House bell rang out its glad aotes, pro- 
claiming to the world that a new nation 
was born and that liberty had found its 
home in America. The King was dead, 
freedom born and Pennsylvania was its 
birthplace. The colonists of Pennsyl- 
vania were now freemen and, in accord- 
ance with their views, they met in con- 
vention July 15, and proposed a con- 
stitution which became the fundamental 
law of the new state Sept. 28, 1770. 
Psnnsylvania authorized the raising 
of 0,000 militia from her borders in 
defense of liberty. It is to her credit 
that not a company could be raised in 
her territory by the Royalists. Independ- 
ence had been declared, but it was to 
be secured only at the price of human 
blood. The courageous and patriotic 
signers of the declaration had pledged to 
each other "their lives, their fortunes 
and their sacred honor." They spoke 
for themselves and their countrymen. 
Their lives and fortunes were laid upon 
the altar of their country, and sacrificed 
in the cause of Liberty and Independ- 
ence. Their honor was never sullied, 
their bluod stained many a field of battle! 
The strife between oppression 
aud 


freedom lasted seven long weary years. 
Who can forget the patriotism of our 
revolutionary sires? 
Their valor is 


written on many a page of our history. 
Their trials and victories are known to 
every school-boy. The soil of Pennsyl- 
vania is rich in blood of patriots. 
From 


Canada to Florida, beautiful monuments 
are erected to their memory. But more 
lasting than these are the results of their 
patriotism and sacrifice for the independ- 
ence and liberty of their country. 


As Pennsylvania had been among the 


first to demand for itself and the other 
colonies, peace, liberty and safety fro ji 
the King of England, it was among the 
first to preserve these rights, when 
secured. Its constitution of 1776 declar- 
ed as the highest law of the new state 
"that all men have a natural and in- 
alienable right to worship Almighty 
God according to the dictates of their 
own consciences and understanding, and 
that no man ought to or of right can be 
compelled to attend any religious wor- 
ship, or erect any place of worship or 
maintain any ministry contrasy to or 
against his own free will and consent, 
nor can any man who acknowledges the 
being of God be justly deprived or 
abridged of any civil right as a citizen 
on account of his religious sentiments 


tions have insisted that the courts were 
so primitive aud the punishments so bar- 
barous in both Chma and Japan thai, 
consular courts should protect foreigners 
residing in these countries.

Even before it had secured the ab- 


solute freedom of its own people, its 
legislature abolished slavery and, on 
March 17,1780, the purchase of human 
flesh was forever stopped in Pennsyl- 
vania. After the close of the war for 
independence comparative peace dwelt 
throughout its borders and the state 
grew in population and wealth. 


A new constitution was adopted in 


1790, 
and again religious liberty was 


guaranteed and that, "no one shall on 
account of his religious sentiments be 
disqualified to hold any office or place of 
trust or profit under this common- 
wealth." . The title of the Penns to the 
lands of the state was purchased In 1779, 
and since that timeaU titles are obtained 
from the commonwealth. 
The half 


century succeeding the war for inde- 
pendence was one of wonderful pro-' 
gress, the forests were fast changed into 
fertile farms, mines of minerals were 
developed, manufactories flourished and 
the people of Pennsylvania, were blessed 
with prosperity and peace.

The matter of fixing the tax rate for the 


year came up and Mr. Minnigh after a 
speech referring to the shortness of funds, 
and objecting to too many exonerations, 
favored,more revenue and suggested rais. 
ing the rate frorn 5 to 6 mills. 


Mr. Meals opposed placing heavier bur- 


dens and thought this was the time to 
get some revenue from the electric rail- 
way as a return for the valuable fran- 
chises given the road. 


Mr. Troxel agreed with Mr. Meals and 


did not believe in raising the rate when 
there was a source of revenue in the tax- 
ing of electric poles and care. 


Mr. Minnigh in his farther argument 


for 6 mills, said the Council was using 
the special tax for general purposes and 
did not think this the proper course. 


Mr. Garvin said he could not under- 


stand the deficiency except on account of 
the non-payment of taxes. He favored an 
additional mill for the purchase of a stone 
crusher, believing this would be a good 
inveiitment for the Borough. 


Mr. Minnigh and Troxel spoke in favor 


of taxing all the poles in town. Mr. 
Trostle opposed this with the argument 
that the Electric Company should be 
given a chance to make some money, that 
they be allowed to make start. 


On motion of Mr. Meals, seconded by 


Mr. Mayer, the tax rate for this year was 
fixed at 5 mills for general purposes and 
1J mills special, Meals, Mayer, Rupp and 
Troxel voting in favor, Garvin against, 
Minnigh and Trostle not voting. 


Mr. Trostle moved to repeal thp ordi- 


nance of Sept. 10, 1892, prohibiting the 
placing of 'bay window projections from 
first story of buildings. This prevailed 
and a new ordinance was offered allowing 
20 inches projection on the first story and 
30 inches on the second. This subject 
brought out considerable discussion, thp 
Burgess strongly opposing the movement. 
The ordinance which was ordered to be 
printed, was adopted by suctions and 
then as a whole. 
Burgesa Wible at once 


affixed his veto and, on motion of Mr. 
Troxei, the ordinance was passed over 
the veto, all the members voting in the 


Agricultural Association. 


The Adams County Agricultural As- 


sociation held its annual meeting at 
Biglerville, Saturday, March 16th, at 2 p, 
m., President Samuel Bream, presiding. 


Election of officers for ensuing year re- 


sulted as follows: 
President, Samuel 


Bream; Vice President, David Toot, and 
Peter TaylorjSecretary, Aaron I. Weidner; 
Corresponding Secretary, H. P. Sandoe;

First topic, "Strawberry Culture," was 


opened by Rnfus Lauver in a well pre- 
pared paper. Mr. Lauver has had a large 
experience in the growing of strawberries 
in the northern part of Adams county for 
a number of years. He recommends moist 
•roil, but not wet, sloping to the south; 
manure well with barnyard manure; plow 
in early spring; raise a crop of potatoes on 
ground in order to get rid of grub worms, 
then manure again and plow, harrow 
thoroughly and set plants in rows 30 
inches apart and 12 inches apart in rows; 
cultivate and destroy all weeds. Late in 
fall mulch with strong manure; m spriu] 
following remove coarse manure ant. 
cultivate early part of season, then let 
runners take root. By fall they will have 
a vigorous bed, and an abundant harvest 
the following season. He does not rcc- 
commend many varieties: The Lauver for 
early, Sharpless for medium, and Grandy 
for late. With these the grower will have 
berries for three or four weeks. 


Second topic was discussed by Wm. E. 


Bream "Care of Live Stock in AVinter." 
He thinks farmers should endeavor to 
make their stock as comfortable in winter 
as possible. 
Farmers themselves desire 


to have a pleasant and warm room and 
plenty of wholesome food during the long 
cold winter months. 
They should also 


see that there stock does not suffer from 
cold and want of food and water likewise. 
He says stock should be fed late in thc 
evening and again early in the morning; 
should have running water in yard if pof- 
sible, or a well and pump in order that 
stock may have access to it at any time 
during the day without being exposed to 
the cold winds in going to water* at a 
distance from the barn. The subject was 
further discussed by D. Toot, R. Lauver, 
S. Bream, J. Hollabaugh and others. 


Samuel Bream read an article on "Need 


of Sociability in Rural Districts," in which 
he stated that through our associations 
one with another, we have our manners 
refined and our rninds developed. 
In 


order to cultivate this spirit of sociabilif 
we must meet together and discuss suL 
jects that we are interested in, and thinks 
farmers' meetings a good place to accoi 
plish this.

Letting a Farm on Shares. 


The subject of renting on shares seem- 


ing of late to be of public interest, with 
your permission I will submit a few 
facts 


In 1858, my father let his farm on 


shares to Elms Nichols, who had but a 
short time before arrlvpr) in this country 
irom England 
He tad scarcely any- 


thing to start with, except good health, 
good judgment, a very good wife, and 
his industry 
My father gave him an 


interest m 100 sheep, a team and a few 
cows, he was to do all the work and have 
one half the profits lie worked early 
and late he saved everything of value 
he cartd for his stock aud crops, and 
took pains to see that his farming im- 
plements were always in their proper 
plate when not m use 
In 1860 from 


JJeweis he raised 144 lambs Perhaps 
th.it was luck, but I think his saving 
the Ian bs depended more on his watch- 
fulness and tare 
He soon increased 


his Hock to 400 In war times he receiv- 
ed $1 ppr pound for wool, and in 1861 he 
soil 112 wethers for <<50(l 
He worked 


the farm seven years 
He bought a farm 


of 100 i res neai Midison, Wls , and 
took theie with him teams cittle and 
firming implements necessiry to stotk 
and fdrm his pi ice 
Afterwards he sold
